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OSA PASS GINGUSAPR AND USATRA MOSCOW 


Theee reliable US observers, Senator Richard Rusaell, 
Lt. Col, E, U. Sathaway, Acimny, Me. Ruben Efrcon, vistted Prague 
12-13 October. Areiving divcet from Klev, via Paku, Tiflis, 
Dileper Petrova, Black Gea Area, and reported following to 
USATRA and USARMA: 


On 4 Oetober 1955 at 1910 hours between Atjaty end 
A3ehijabul, 10 minutes by rail after departing Atjaty in 
Trane Caugasus Region, 2 mound and cireular uneonventional 
alveraft resembling Flying disen or flying saucers were seen 
Vaking off almost vertically one minute anart. Dirge atreraft 
asecencad near dusk with outer surface revolving to right slowly q 
aM with @ lighta stationary on top near middle part. Sparks or 
Plane seen coming fvom aiwerart, “Yo pretrusions seen on aireralft 
which paased over observers! train. Both Lfiying diss atreraft 
Agmended relatively alowly to about 6,060 then speed inereased 
sharply in hortaoateal flight both on northerly heading. Plying 
altitude of dise remained sane during ascent as in eruise, ike 
adiseus in flight. Two operating searchlights potating almost 
vecvieal geen near take-off aren loeated about 1-2 miles south of 
radipoad line, After sighting, Soviet train men vecame exelted 
and lowered curtains and refured pernlesten to look out windows. 
US observers fLemy believe these unconventional atreraft are 
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On 9 October 1655 at Dnieper Petrovsk Airfield, Hathaway 
reported 42 stubby jet fighters not fagots and 1 multi jet ~ 
domber deserlbed as: One half again as long as US C-47, engine 
canvas covered buried wing types, c&inopy well forward near blunt 
nose; tryecycle gear; definite awayback shape on top of fuselage; 
severely gwept wings set in middle of fuselage and located almost 
midway from nose to tail, tail plane located low beneath botton 
jevel of vertical fin; vertical fin swept with squared top; and 
sliver bulbous bulge at tail cons extending rearward of rudder 
tine. Denteper Petrovsk Airfleld was grass sod. At Baku long 
Pain loaded with many platoon size landing craft. 42 Kilometers 
from Mosdow cn on Moscow to Minsk highvey, 250 yards right of road, 
party sighted radar site tentatively identified here as one wood- 
gage or gage and one square Polefreya.
